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Unusual colouration of Rana Limnocharis (Boie)

A specimen of Rmm limnocharis (Boie), Wiegm., taken by 
the writer at Singapore on the 5th August, 1946, seems worthy 
f lecorc * 011 account of its most unusual colour-marking. This 
rrog was a female, measuring 52 millimetres from snout to vent, 
and m all respects except one, appeared perfectly normal. In 
ite, the general dorsal colour was sandy brown, without any 
ttuce of a light vertebral line, and after preservation, a V-shaped 
daiKer marking can be seen between the eves, together with 
some darker spots on the body and limbs. The unusual feature, 
however, is in the presence of four roundish, bright orange spots, 
the foremost of which is situated medially and a little posterior 
io the eyes, with three more in a transverse line across the back.
